Rimnarck, 


shrewdest of European Etalesmen of 
his time, realized the tremendous effect 
it would have upon tho civilized world 
could Prussia follow out this example 
and dictate terras in the regal city of 


humiliations that thn first Napnlcon 
had put upon the Prussians at .lena 
and later at tho prace of Tilsit, when 
hn had nil but insulted tho proud and 
nnhle Quetm Loutso of 1'russla.

Paris tho Germans should go, said Bis- 
marck, ovon though he should loso the 
fruitH of the whole war. 
Believed In Imagination. 


Yot the Iron |'hanr.ellort as ho was 


rightly called, WIJ.H not a cruel man. Me 
desired the actual entry of the Ger- 
mans, not for tho purposes of loot and 
rapine, merely for the moral effect, for, 
like Napoleon, ho boliovo,d that imagi- 
nation rulod the world. It was «uin- 
dent for hla purposes that merely asin- 
Klti army corps entered tho city foi- a 
fow days. 
That would produce- tho 


proper moral effect, and his purpose 


was achieved; 
henco ho voluntarily 


ml tod tho Gorman occupation of Paris 
to 30,000 soldiers for a period of not 
more than thirty days. 


Accordingly it wan arranged that the 


entry of these troops should be made 
upon the first day of March. At that 
f f m o filfhu Washburne, at one time 
secretary of state under President 
Orant, was our minister to France. 
On ring tho war ho had, in the absence 
of all other diplomats, assumed 
the 


charge of tho entire affairs of Kiirope 
within the French capital. With him 
was a young daughter, who, years aft- 
er, gave tho following account of the 
entry of tho Germans into the city on 
that memorable day: 


"It was soon after 8 o'clock in the 


morning on tho 1st of March when wo 
left the legation," she said, "more tem- 
porary quarters in a moat unfashion- 
able part of tho city, for during the 
bombardment wo had been compelled 
to move time and timo again. We went 
up on tho Champs d'Klyaees, along 
which wo heard the Germans would 
come in. 


"As we walked along the streets we 


found the whole city utterly deserted. 
Every store and shop was closed, every 
door shut tight, every blind and shut- 
ter fastened. 
Upon the street there 


was not a soul to bo seen, not even a 
gendarme. Tho Parisians, you see, had 
tucitly agreed that every one of them 
would stay fast within doors during the 
German occupation. 


"When 
we reached 
tho 
Champs 


d'Ulysees we looked up and down the 
broad esplanade and found It as de- 
serted as tho rest of the city; not a 
soul In sight. Our party stood there as 
remote i'rom human kind apparently as 
if we had been marooned on Robinson 
Crusoe's island. . 


"As we stood on tho curb, craning 


our necks up the street, some one of 
the party suddenly exclaimed, 'There's 
somebody now!' 


'.Looking, we saw coming up by the 


Arc de Triomphe a solitary horseman. 
He rode slowly up the center of the 
street, and he looked about seven' feet 
tall. Ho was dressed in the uniform 
of a Prussian hussar and was mounted 
on a magnificent horse. 


1 'Why, he's all alone!" exclaimed ono 


of our party. And it wns true. Though 
we could sec for several blocks behind 
him, there was not a single, solitary 
holdicr, either horse or foot, bearing 
him company. A. single, Oo.rman troop- 
or was taking tho Imperial city of 
Paris, tho modern mistress of tho 
world! 


"'Isn't that like Bismarck!' cried a 


young secretary of the legation, 
lie 


did not have to explain; we all saw it In 
a flash. The Iron Chancellor, In order 
to humiliate tho Parisians, who had 
two generations before humiliated the 
Berlinese, was sending a. single, lono 
soldier In, to take possession of their 
sacred city. 
Despite tho feeling of 


sympathy with the Parisians that wo 
must 
feol 
after 
dwelling 
through 


months of hardship with them, we 
could not but feel a thrill of admira- 
tion at the magnificent audacity of this 
great German statesman. 


"And as the solitary horseman, with 


head erect and eyes set firmly to the 
front, rodo slowly by us we saw that 
ho was unarmed. 
Another stroke o£ 


that wonderful Bismarck! 
Not only 


was a single-German taking the French 
capital; he was taking it all unarmed! 


"As the horseman passed us, riding 


into tho heart of tho city, wo saw, com- 
ing about a quarter of a mile behind 
him, a squad of about a do/.on mounted 
troopors, with rlfloa ready for USD. 


"Following these scouts, there cama 


a rogimnnt of tho. First Bavarian army 
corps. Wo loarned afterward that this 
honor of loading the occupation of 
Paris was given to tho Bavarians In- 
stead of the Prussinna. who hart borne 
the brunt of tho war, through another 
one 
of 
those 
skillfully 
diplomatic 


strokes of IH.smarck. 


"You 
see. a few years before, tha 


Prussians had boon at war with Aus- 
tria and the Bavarians had taken tha 
side of Austria. When the Prussians 
wero victorious they imposed little or 
no war burden on the Bavarians, who 
wero the second among the German 
states, but merely insisted upon their 
entering the defensive alliance that 
Bismarck then formed—tho alliance 
that later became the German empire. 
When tho war between Prussia and 
Franco broke out tho Bavarians, who 
fpr generations had been allies of tha 
French, went into the war as allies of 
tho Prussians, but they did It in a half 
hearted way. 
They kept their word, 


but it was generally known that they 
had no enthusiasm in the matter,'*

world, la not the Dreadnoughts, the 
euper-Dreadnought, nor the aeroplane 
or dirigible man-of-war, nor yet the 
heavy artillery and sixteen inch guns. 
IE !H the submarine torpedo. 


That nation which has the greatest 


number of submarine torpedo boats 
will hnvc- the advantage in naval war- 
fare and the most formidable coast de- 
fenders on CMrth. The most powerful 
Dreadnought alloat is a mere collapsi- 
ble shell of tiny! In the hands of the 
three or four men who pilot the new 
type of torpedo boat. 
In three rnln- 


tite>* time and under heavy ore the 


Huhmarlne can move unharmed up 
within 
ranpe of tho most heavily 


armored rrulncr and discharge a. tor- 
pedo which will destroy 
$10.000.000 


worth of flght'tng machinery and a 
crew of officers and mnn in a twinkling. 


Great Britain, with its sixty-nine 


subsubmarines, has the most efficient 
navy In the world, and tho triple en- 
tente, with Its 144 submarines already 
in use and its ninoly-six under con- 
struction, hau thci decided advantage 
not only in uncnntcra at sea, but In the 
defense of harborw anri cities. 


Sir Percy Scott, ndmirai in the Brit- 


ish navy, who through his inventions 
mado possible the advance in marks- 
manship with 
hr-avy guns and 
in- 


creased the poBslhilttlcs of hitting at 
long range and of broadside firing, sayi 
that evftrytWo£ ho has done to enhance 


tho value of the gun Is rendered use- 
ess by the advent of tho, latest type 
of submarine, a vessel which has for 
ts 
principal weapon 
the 
torpodo. 


Dreadnoughts and super-Dreadnoughts 
are doomed because they no longer can 
be safo at sea from the submarine nor 
find safety in harbors. 


"Tho introduction of vessels that 


swim under water." ho eaid, "has, in 
niy opinion, entirely done away \vith 
the titillty of tho ships that swim on 
top of tho water. Tho functions of a 
war vessel wero these; Defensively, 
(1) to attack ships that coma to bom- 
bard our forts, (2) to attack ships that 
como to blockade ua. (3) to attack 
Khlps convoying a landing party, (i) 
to attack the enemy's fleet, ..(5) to at- 
tack 'ships Interfering -viiti our corn- 
commerce. 
Offensively, (1) to bom- 


bard an enemy's ports, (2) to, blockade 
an enemy, (3) to convoy a landing 
party, (4) to attack the enemy's fleet, 
(6) to attack the enemy's commerce. 


"The submarine renders 1, 2 and 3 


impossible, as no man-of-war will dare 
to come even within sight of a coast 
that is adequately protected by sub- 
marines. Tho fourth function of a bat- 
tleship is to attack an enemy's fleet, 
but there will he no fleet to attack, as 
it will not be safe for a fleet to put to 
sea. Submarines and aeroplanes have 
entirely revolutionized naval warfare. 
No lleet can hide itself from the aero- 
plane's eye, and the submarine can de- 
liver a deadly attack In broad daylight. 


"In time of war the scouting aero- 


planes will always be high above on 
tho lookout and the submarines in 
constant readiness. 
If an onemy is 


sighted the gong sounds and the leash 
of a flotilla of submarines will bo 
slipped. Whether it be night or day, 
ftno or rough, they must BO out in 
search of their quarry. 
If they find 


her sho Is doomed, and they give, no 
quarter. 
They cannot board her and 


take her as prize as in the olden days; 
they only wait till she sinks, then re- 
turn home without even knowing the 
number of human beings they have- 
sent to the bottom of tho ocean. 


"Not only Is tho open sea unsafe. A 


battleship is not immune Irorn attack 
even in a closed harbor, for tho so 
called protecting boom at the entrance 
can easily bo blown up. With a flotilla 
of submarines commanded by dashing 
young officers, of whom wo have plen- 
ty, I would undertake to got through 
any boom Into any harbor and sink or 
materially damage all the ships in that 
harbor." 


This is not a mere theorist or dream- 


er talking; it Is tho ono man In Eng- 
land most supremely versed In naval 
tactics, the man to whom all nations 
owe the present effectiveness of the 
broadside of eight, twelve and fourteen 
Inch guns and tho perfection in sight- 
ing long range guns. 


The newest type of submarine tor- 


pedo Is 100 per cent efficient The tor- 
pedo net of steel that used to be the 
ship's defense against torpedoes is now 
useless. 
The modern torpedoes need 


only to come Into contact with a sur- 
face like tho torpedo not or tho armor 
plate of a battleship to discharge a 
shell which will burst through a two 
inch armor caisson, rupture the hull of 
a battleship and sink it in a few min- 
utes. 


Tho torpedo submarines of tho mod- 


ern type havo a submerged speed of 
from aight to ten knots an hour. Only 
a small «urface, including the bridge 
or conning towor. IB exposed, thus mak- 
ing it almost Impossible to hit them 
with th« clumsy KUnB aboard ship.

da, of the Princess Patricia

It Is com- 
manded by Colonel Farquhar, an officer 
of the Coldstream guards, with Captain 
Buller of the British rifle brigade sec- 
ond In command. Hamilton Gault has 
a captain's commission, while his wife 
goes under the badge of the Red Cross.

gary, in the west to Kentville, N. S., on 
the east, a distance of about as great 
as from New York to San Francisco. 
Yot this year the minister of militia. 
Colonel Hughes, General Sir Ian Ham- 
ilton and Colonel Helmer, the chief of 
musketry, visited each oY them and 
made brief but thorough inspections. 


Each Canadian county has at least 


ono regiment of infantry, tho various 
companies bolng scattered through the 
townships. Tho largo cities have two 
or three regiments each. Tho title of 
colonel, is an.honorary one when ap- 
plied to the commander of a regiment.

resorting to first principles at each 
mobilization. 
In cities like Montreal, 


Toronto and Ottawa there are "city 
corps" or regiments which have good 
armories and keep .up their weekly or 
fortnightly drills the year round. 


But in practically all camps the first 


days are of rudimentary instruction. 
The foot movements, the manual of 
arms and the position of the soldier 
aro taught before the simplest close 
order drill Is attempted. 
Rapid prog- 


ress Is made up to and Including ex- 
tended order. 
When there is tlriio a 


Rim pie problem is even 
attempted. 


During last fall two regiments were 
given a problem which I should like to 
see attempted by the national guard. 


They mobilized at points 
fifteen or 


twenty miles apart, the location being 
kept secret, and advanced toward each 
other as if in the enemy's countryt 
finally coming into contact In a coun« 
try well suited In character to a real 
engagement. This problem was, I be* 
lieve, financed by the officers, with per- 
haps eomo government aid, and was iu 
addition to the regular tour of duty. 


Each company spends in the- neigh- 


borhood of a day and a half on the 
range'during camp. 
They fire prone 


at all ranges and work back from 100 
yards. 
The Ross rifle, not as well 


equipped as the Ross match rifle which 
Canadian experts use, is the arm. It la 
fitted with a small parade sling.

"The attitude of the1 Siberians- to- 


ward this war Is very different from 
their attitude during the Japanese war. 
Japan meant little or nothing to tho 
Siberian moujlak, but he knows tho 
Germans. This is no struggle against 
an unknown foe over an obscure In- 
ternational disagreement,, but a war 
in which tho personal equation large- 
ly figures. Every man focls that ho 
la going to help his brother Slavs In 
Servia and at the same timo free Rus- 
sia from Teuton tutelage.

a Day — War Loan Has Proved a 
Big Success — 300,000 Troops Have 
Been Assembled at Austrian Naval 
Port — Hour for Russia's Invasion 
of Germany Drawing Near

Germany is prepared to finance a long -war. 
This assertion is made in a despatch from Be.rlin which 


in'ssed through the hnnds of the British censor at London. 


The war is costing Germany,, it stated, $5,000,000 aday. The war loan has proved a success and with 


,ho,various.resources from which tho government can derive tho war revenue, it Trill be possible for Germany 
t is stated, to continue the struggle for a year with the money. no\v in sight. 


A' despatch from Rome says thnt fiOO,000 troops have been assembled at Pola, the great naval port of 


Austria, and that thorough preparations have been rnnde for an attack from the sea. 


The hour for the battle which will determine whether the Russians will make their proposed imasion of 


'ermany with Berlin as the final objective appears to be drawing near. 


Official and unofficial advices indicate a struggle in Russian Poland, rivalling in desperation and pos- 


sibly in the numbers engaged tho battles of the Marne and the Aisne. 
The main body of the "Russians is 


noving toward the Posen frontier. 
On its right another army is supposed to be attempting to protect the larger 


iody by stemming the rush southward of the Germnn force that tlrfive the Russian invaders from East Prussia 
md now seeks to halt the westward movement. 
At the same time the Russian army in Gnlicia is pushing its

BOMBS FROM GERMAN AEUOPI.AXE 


KILLED MAX AND MAIMED 


CHILD 


PAKIS, Sept. 2S.—Four bombs were

ploding in Avenue flu .Trocadero, at the 
corner of Hue Kreyolncl, blew.the henrt 
from.the shoulders:of a ninn who-was 
standing on tho corner with his daugh- 
ter, and crippled the child.

er bombs did little damage. 


Crowds, taking- advantage of a beau- 


tiful autumn day, -were promenading 
on the banks of the Seine when the 
aerial warrior appeared almost direct- 
ly over the Eiffel 
tower. 
It is be- 


lieved that the first bomb was intended 
for the wireless station on the tower, 
or possibly for the nearby buildings 
containing1 army stores. 
It landed"in 


Avenue du Trocadero, not far from the 
tower, with a crash and the explosion 
was heard for many /blocks. 
The 


houses in the vicinity were badly dam- 
aged, many of the 
walls 
cracking, 


while windows were shattered.

After com- 
pletion of secret' tests with these guns* 
some time ago, and the decision o£ the 
government to order a number of them, 
it was a problem as to how to keep 
the matter a secret.

In reply to my ques- 
tion, whether these mortars did not 
wear out rapidly, a director of the com- 
pany said 'There are not enough for- 
tresses in cxistcncn.in the.whole world 
to wcnr out.a single mortar.'

mortars of nn earlier date, which are 
still usable."

At noon 
there was still a large number to be 
called before the court and it was not 
known whether or not tho session 
would bo continued tomorrow. 


Many different nationalities were rep- 


resented in tho number that filled tho 
benches In the court room today and 
all watched tho proceedings with great 
interest. 
Among tho birthplaces of 


those who testified before Judge Keat- 
ing1 were: 
France, England, Ireland. 


Scotland, Switzerland, Greece, Russia 
and Australia. 
Each alien who received his second 


papers today has lived in tho United 
States at least five years, in the state 
of Massachusetts one year, and took 
out his first papers over two years 
HKQ. 
It -was necessary for each 
to 


sign a petition in his own handwrit- 
ing, giving his full nnmo and address, 
place of residence, occupation, 
f)lace 


of birth' and date thereof, the place 
from which he emigrated, and the date 
and place of his arrival in tho Uni- 
ted States. 
If he is married he must 
state tho name of his wife .and, if 
possible tho country of her nativity 


and her place of residence at tho time 
of the filing of his petition, and, if 
10 has children, tho name, date and 
place of birth and present place of 
residence of each living: child. 
The 


petition must set forth that ho is not 
a believer in or opposed to organized 
government, or a membmor of or af- 
lliatcd with any organization or body 
of persons teaching disbelief in or op- 
position to organized government; that 
tie is not a polygamist or a believer 
in the practice of polygamy, and that 
lie absolutely and forever renounces 
all allowance- and fidelity to any for- 
eign country of which he may, at tho 
time of filing his petition, bo a citi- 
zen or Buhject. 
This petition must 


bo verified at tho titno it Is filed by 
the affidavit of two credible witnesses, 
who are citizens of tho United States 
and who shall state that they 
have 


known the petitioner during his en- 
tiro residence in the state In which 
tho petition is filed, which must bo 
not less than one year and that they 
have known him to bo a resident of 
the United States during the five years 
preceding tho filing of his petition. 


Today each petitioner had two wit- 


nesses to testify in open court rela- 
tive to the length of time that ho has 
lived In this country and state; that 
during such time ho acted as a man 
of good moral character, attached to 
the principles of the constitution of 
tho United States. 
Tho 
applicants 


wcro obliged to atop on tho witness 
stand and answer questions relative 
to tho constitution and such other sub- 
jects as the court might wish to re- 
fer to.

A T the outbreak of the European

war tho mad rush of the

kaiser's armies toward Paris 
f 
*• made it plain that the Ger- 


mans were making n supcrlniman effort 
to duplicate their wonderful feat of 
1871, when they triumphantly entered 
the gay French capital. 


In that war tho Imperial armies of 


Napoleon 
III. were 
overthrown 
at 


Sedan on Sept. C, barely six weeks after 
the declaration of war between Franco 
and Prussia. But it was not until the 
following February that Paris iHirsnlf. 
after a terrific siege of morn than n 
hundred days, surrendered to the Ger- 
man guna. 
For the new republic of 


France, hastily declared upon the ruins 
of the empire of Sedan, pxit up a tre- 
mendous resistance, compelling the Ger- 
mans to bring up well nigh a.million 
men before they could battle their way 
Into the French capital. 


The Germans In 3871 desired Paris 


not so much for the military ns for the 
moral effect upon the world. It had 
been the habit of Napoleon the Great 
when Rt war to dictate terms In the 
capital city of the enemy. Bismarck, 
nhrewdest of European statesmen of 
his time, realized the tremendous effect 
it would have upon the civilized world 
could Prussia follow out this example 
and dictate terms in the regal city of 


When tho city wns formally surren- 


dered 
to (ho beleaguering German 


forces tho Holhsclillds and other R 
banking houses, who had vast Interests 
In France, offered hugo sums of money, 
running fur into tho millions If the 
Germans would 
not actually enter 


Paris; If tho sacred city were left In- 
violate from the "dellllng footprint ot 
the Prussian Invader." JJut tho sturdy 
Bismarck would listen to none of It, no 
matter how great tho sum 
offered. 


There still rankled In his breast tho 
humiliations that tho first Napoleon 
had put upon tho Prussians at Jena 
and later at the pence of Tilsit, wbun 
ho hart all but Insulted tho proud and 
noblo Queen Louise of .Prussia. Into 
Paris tho Germans should go, said Bis- 
marck, even though ho should Joso tho 
fruits of tho whole war. 
Believed In Imagination. 


Yet tho Iron Chancellor, as ho was 


rightly called, was not a cruel man. Mo 
desired the actual entry of the .Ger- 
mans, not for tho purposes of loot and 
rapine, merely for the moral effect, for, 
like Napoleon, ho believed that Imagi- 
nation ruled tho world. It was suffi- 
cient for his purposes that merely a sin- 
gle army corps entered the city for a 
few days. 
That would produce the 


proper moral effect, and his purpose 


WUH achieved; hence ho voluntarily 
limited tho German occupation o£ Paris 
to 30,000 soldiers for a period of not 
more than thirty clays. 


.Accordingly It was arranged that tho 


entry of these troops should be made 
upon tho first day of March, At that 
tinio Ellhu Washburne, at ono time 
secretary of state under President 
Grant, was our minister to Franco. 
During tho war he had, In the absence 
of all other diplomats, assumed tho 
charge of tho entire affairs of Europe 
within the French capital. 
"With him 


was a young daughter, who, years aft- 
er, gave tho following account of tho 
entry oC tho Germans into tho city on 
that memorable day; 


"It was soon after 8 o'clock In the 


morning on the 1st of March when we 
left the legation," she said, "more tem- 
porary quarters in a most unfashion- 
able part of the city, for during tho 
bombardment we had been compelled 
to move time and time again. "We went 
up on the Champs d'Elysees, along 
which we heard the Germans would 
como in. 


"As we walked along1 the streets we 


found tlie whole city utterly deserted. 
Every store and shop was closed, every 
door shut tight, every blind nnd shut- 
ter fastened. 
Upon the street there 


was not a soul to be seen, not even a 
gendarme. The Parisians, you see, had 
tacitly agreed that every one of them 
would stay fast within doors during1 tho 
German occupation. 


"When 
we- reached tho 
Champs 


d'Elysees wo looked up and down tho 
broad esplanade and found It as de- 
serted ns the rest of tho city; not a 
soul in sight Our party stood there as 
remote from human kind apparently as 
if we had been maroonc'd on Robinson 
Crusoe's island. 


"As we stood on tho curb, craning 


our necks up the street, somo one of 
the party suddenly exclaimed, 'There's 
somebody now!' 


"Looking, we saw coming up by the 


Arc de Triomphe a solitary horseman. 
Ho rode slowly up the center of the 
street, and he looked about seven feet 
tall. Ho was dressed in tho uniform 
of a Prussian hussar and was mounted 
on a magnificent horse. 


'"Why, he's all alone!" exclaimed one 


of our party. And it was true. Though 
we could see for several blocks behind 
him, there was not a single, solitary 
soldier, either horso or foot, bearing 
him company. A single Gorman troup- 
er was taking the Imperial city of 
Paris, 
the modern mistress of 
the 


world! 


" 'Isn't that liko Bismarck!' cried a 


young secretary of the legation. 
He 


did not have to explain; we all saw it in 
a flash. The Iron Chancellor, in order 
to humiliate the Parisians, who had 
two generations before humiliated the 
Berlineso, waa sending a single, lonn 
soldier In to take possession of their 
sacred city. 
Despite the feeling of 


sympathy with the Parisians that wn 
must 
feel 
nfter 
dwelling through 


months of hardship with them, we 
could not but feel a thrill of admira- 
tion at the magnificent audacity of this 
great German statesman. 


"And as the solitary horseman, with 


head erect and eyes set firmly to the 
front, rode slowly by us we saw that 
he was unarmed. 
Another stroke of 


that wonderful Bismarck! 
Not only 


was a single German taking the French 
capital; he was taking it ail unarmed! 


"As the horseman passed us, riding 


nto the heart of the city, we saw, conn 
ing about a quarter of a mile behind 
him, a squad of about a dozen mounted 
troopers, with ritles ready for uso. 


"Following1 these scouts, there cams 


a regiment of tho First Bavarian army 
corps. \Vo learned afterward that this 
honor of leading tho occupation of 
Paris was given to tho Bavarians In- 
stead of the Prussians, who had borne 
tho brunt of tho war, through another 
ono 
of 
those 
skillfully 
diplomatic 


strokes of Bismarck. 
• "You see. a few years before, the 
Prussians had been at war with Aus- 
tria and the Bavarians had taken ih& 
stdo of Austria. 
"WTien tho Prussians 


were victorious they imposed little or 
no war burden on tho Bavarians, who 
wero tho second among tho German 
states, but merely insisted upon their 
entering the defensive alliance that 
Bismarck then formed—tho alliance 
that later became tho German empire. 
When the war between Prussia and 
France broke but tho Bavarians, who 
for generations had been allies of the 
French, went into the war as allies of 
the Prussians, but they did It in a half 
hearted way. 
They kept, their word, 


but it was generally known that they, 
had no enthusiasm in tho matter."

in use and ita ninety-six under con- 
struction, has the decided advantage 
not only in cncoutera aueea, but in the 
defense of harbors and cities. 


Sir Percy Scott, admiral In the Brit- 


ish navy, who through his Inventions 
made possible the advance In marks- 
manship with heavy guns and 
in- 


creased tho possibilities of hitting at 
long range nnd of broadside firing", says 
that everything ho has dono to enhance 


tho value of the gun la rendered use- 
csa by the advent of the latest typo 
of submarine, a vessel which has for 
Is 
principal 
weapon 
the 
torpedo. 


Dreadnoughts and super-Dreadnoughts 
ire doomed because they no longer can 
bo saf« at sea from tho submarine nor 
find safety In harbors. 


"Tho introduction o£ vessels that 


swim under water," he said, "has, in 
my opinion, entirely dom? away with 
the utility of tho ships that awim on 
lop of tho water. The functions of a 
war vessel were these: 
Defensively, 


(1) to attack ships that come to bom- 
bard our forts, (2) to attack ships that 
como to blockade us, (3) to attack 
Bhlps convoying a landing party, (i) 
to attack tho encmy'a licet, (5) to at- 
tack ships interfering «rlth our coin- 
commerce. 
Offensively, (1) to bom- 


bard an enemy's ports/ (2) to blockade 
an enemy, (3) to convoy a landing 
party, (4) to attack the enemy's fleet, 
(5) to attack the enemy's commerce. 


"The submarine renders 1, 2 and 3 


Impossible, as no man-of-war will dare 
to come even witbin sight of a coast 
that is adequately protected by sub- 
marines. The fourth function of a bat- 
tleship is to attack an enemy's fleet, 
but there will be no fleet to attack, as 
It will not be safe for a fleet to put to 
sea. Submarines and aeroplanes have 
entirely revolutionized naval warfare. 
No fleet can hide itself from the aero- 
plane's eye, and the submarine can do- 
liver a deadly attack In broad daylight. 


"In time of war tho scouting aero- 


planes will always be high above on 
the lookout and tho submarines in 
constant readiness. 
If an enemy is 


sighted the gong sounds and the leash 
of a flotilla of submarines will be 
slipped. Whether It be night or day, 
fine or rough, they must go out in 
search of. their quarry. If they find 
her she Is doomed, and they give no 
quarter. They cannot board her and 
take her as prize as In the olden days; 
they only wait till she sinks, then re- 
turn homo without even knowing tho 
number of human beings they havo 
sent to the bottom of the ocean. 


"Not only is tho open sea unsafe. A 


battleship is not immune from attack 
even in a closed harbqr, for the so 
called protecting boom at the entrance 
can easily be blown up. "With a flotilla 
of submarines commanded by dashing 
young officers, of whom we have plen- 
ty, I would undertake to get through 
any boom Into any harbor and sink or 
materially damage all tho ships in that 
harbor." • 


This Is not a mere theorist or dream- 


er talking; it Is tho ono man In Eng- 
land most supremely versed In naval 
tactics, tbe man to whom all nations 
owe tho present effectiveness of tho 
broadside of eight, twelve and fourteen 
inch guns and tho perfection In sight- 
ing long range guns. 


Tho newest typo of submarine tor- 


pedo la 100 per cent cfflcicnt. The tor- 
pedo net ot steel that used to be tho 
ship's defense against torpedoes Is now 
useless. 
The modern torpedoes need 


only to como Into contact with a sur- 
faco like the torpedo net or tho armor 
plate of a battleship to discharge a 
shell .which will burst through a two 
Inch armor caisson, rupture the hull of 
a battleship and sink it In a few min- 
utes. 


Tho torpedo submarines of tho mod- 


ern type hava a submerged speed of 
from eight to ton knots an hour. Only 
a email surface, including the bridge 
or conning tower, la exposed, thus mak- 
ing It almost Impossible to hit them 
with the clumsy Rims aboard ship.

«£ Canadian Help For the Allies 
G 


REAT enthusiasm attended the 


departure from Ottawa, Cana- 
da, of the Princess Patricia 
light infantry and the first 


contingent of tho expeditionary field 
artillery with eighteen guns. The ar- 
tillery went to the rendezvous camp at 
Valcartier prior to their departure, for 
Europe. 
The Princess Patricia regi- 


ment went on board the troops ship 
Megantlc at Montreal. Tho Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught and tho Prin- 
cess Patricia reviewed the regiment 
and wished the soldiers good fortune. 


T.ho regiment was raised by R. B. 


Bennett, a member of tho Canadian 
parliament, and Hamilton Gault, a 
wealthy citizen of Montreal. It Is com- 
manded by Colonel Farquhar, an officer 
of the Coldstream guards, with1 Captain 
Bullcr of the British rifle brigade sec- 
ond In command. Hamilton Gault has 
a captain's commission, while his wife 
goes under the badge of the Red Cross. 


Of the 1,100 men a thousand wear 


medals for previous service in South 
Africa, the Philippines and Cuba chief- 
ly. About 300 men'of the regiment are 
adventurers from Mexico. Jack Mon- 
roe, who gained his fame' through 
knocking Jim Jeffries down In a short 
stage bout, is a private in the ranks of 
the regiment, which Is regarded by 
military authorities as one of the most 
efficient ever assembled.'

young" men of age for army service in 
the dominion, says Major M. J. Phillips 
In the Infantry Journal, -Of this num- 
ber perhaps 25,000 are militiamen at 
the present time. Their annual train- 
Ing is received in ten large training 
camps, which are In operation In June 
and, early in July. In addition, ono or 
two camps are hold in September. 


The camps are scattered from Cal- 


gary, In the west, to Kentvllle, N. S., on 
the east, a distance of about as great 
as from New York to San Francisco. 
Yet this year the minister of militia, 
Colonel Hughes, General Sir Ian Ham- 
ilton and Colonel Helmer, the chief of 
musketry, visited each of them and 
made brief but thorough Inspections. 


Each Canadian county has at least 


one regiment of Infantry, the various 
companies being: scattered through tho 
townships. The largo cities have, two 
or three "regiments each. The title of 
colonel la an honorary one when ap- 
plied to th« commander of a regiment. 
An officer, may be elevated to full 
colonelcy for distinguished service, but 
there are comparatively few colonels 
In the service. 


Except in tho larger cities there are 


no armories. . The men In the rural 
counties are .not drilled from one camp 


until tho next, and so It ja a case of 
resorting to first principles at each 
mobilization. 
In<cltlea like Montreal, 


Toronto and Ottawa there are "city 
corps" or regiments which bave good 
armories and keep up. their weekly or 
fortnightly drills the year round. 


But In practically all camps the first 


days are of rudimentary Instruction. 
The foot movements, the manual of 
arms and tho position of the soldier 
are taught before the simplest close 
order drill is attempted. Rapid prog- 
ress Is made up to and Including ex- 
tended order. 
"When there is time a 


simple problem 
Is even 
attempted. 


During last fall two regiments were 
given a problem which I should like to 
see attempted by the national guard. 


They mobilized at points fifteen or 
twenty miles apart, the location being 
kept secret, and advanced tow.ard.each 
other as if in the enemy's country, 
finally coming: into contact in a coun* 
try well suited in character to a real 
engagement. 
This problem was, I bo* 


lieve, financed by the officers, with per- 
haps some government aid, and was in 
addition to the regular tour of duty. 


Each company spends in- the neigh- 


borhood of a day and a half on th» 
range during camp. 
They fire pron* 


at all ranges and work back from 100 
yards. 
The Ross rifle, .not as -weU 


equipped as the Ross match rifle which 
Canadian experts use, .is the arm. It I* 
fitted with a small parade sling.
